HIL NAVI NU FOR FARMERS 


OFFICIALS of the Miirnieaota Farm Bureau express the opinion 
that the farmers of the United Staten wHl la* saved approximately 
$127,000,000 if the recent IO per cent cut in freight rates on 
commodities either than agricultural products, ordered by the 
Interstate Commerce Commtewi'on, is passed on to the consumer. 
The farmers, they claim, pay eventually 55 per cent of the nation’s 
freight bill, and as a result, any cut in freight rates directly bene­ 
fits them. 
It is assented by the Farm Bureau that the reductions in rail­ 
road rates en farm products effective I ast January are savingsou th­ 
em Minnesota farmers more than $500,000 a year, which has 
been shown by a survey in that section of the state of the effect 
of rate reductions on the transportation of agric ult u rat! products. 
The survey was made in the 28 counties in the three southern 
tiers. 
This estimate is by many considered too low, and it is 
thought the actual savings probably will amount to $1,000,000. 
The Farm Bureau Federation was one of the factors which 
obtained this reduction for farmers, and which means such a sav­ 
ing to them. 
T he rate reductions on which data was callected 
went into effect following hearings by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, after which the* Commission ordered rates on hay, 
wheat and coarse grains cut am average of IO per cent. The va­ 
rious transportation companies, after a series of conferences, vn 
which I hi* Farm Bm eau Federation appeared also, put imto effect 
n cut of IO per ct'Ut on products mol included in Hie hay anti grain 
rate order.
